4. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance : 

The invention as claimed is not taught or render obvious by the 
prior art of record. As mention in the applicant's specification 



on page 17 line 34 through page 20 line 7, the teaching of 
eliminating the usual requirement for distribution of new 
applications and application software updates to a mobile 
telephone without having to add anything or make modifications 
in the mobile device and to allow the user to access 
information, or provide information to any one, any combination 
of, or all networks. The prior art of record fails to teach or 
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suggest, alone or in combination a method for making available a 
newer version of an application to a mobile device with no 
changes in the mobile device, the method comprising: receiving a 
message over a wireless network from a first server, the message 
pertaining to the newer version of the application offered 
from a second server; displaying, on a screen of the mobile 
device, a graphic user interface in response to the message; 
generating a response message in response to an interaction by a 
user with the graphic user interface; and providing access to the 
newer version of the application from the second server after the 
response message is successfully transported by the first server 
to the second server . 

Regarding claim 83, the prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination a method for making 
available a newer version of an application to a mobile device 
with no changes in the mobile device, the method comprising: 
sending from a first server a message over a wireless network to 
the mobile device, the message pertaining to the newer version of 
the application being offered in a second server and including 
parameters that are to be extracted by the mobile device to 
generate a graphic user interface for display on the mobile 
device in response to the message; receiving in the first server 
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a response from the mobile device, the response including an 
interaction by a user of the mobile device with the graphic user 
interface; and providing access to the newer version of the 
application by the mobile device when the response message is 
successfully transported by the first server to the second 
server . 

Regarding claim 95, the prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination a computer product for 
making available a newer version of an application to a: mobile 
device with no charges in the mobile device, the computer product 
to be executed in the mobile device, the computer product 
comprising: program code for receiving a message over a wireless 
network from a first server, the message pertaining to the newer 
version of the application offered from a second server; program 
code for displaying, on a screen of the mobile device, a graphic 
user interface in response to the message; program code for 
generating a response message in response to an interaction by a 
user v/ith the graphic user interface; and program code for 
providing access to the newer version of the application from the 
second server after the response message is successfully 
transported by the first server to the second server. 
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Regarding claim 96, the prior art of record fails to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination a computer product for 
making available a newer version of an application to a mobile 
device with no changes in the mobile device, the computer product 
to be executed in a first server, the computer product 
comprising: program code for sending from the first server a 
message over a wireless network to the mobile device, the message 
pertaining to the newer version of the application being offered 
in a second server and including parameters that are to be 
extracted by the mobile device to generate a graphic user 
interface for. display on the mobile device in response to the 
message; program code for receiving in the first server a 
response message from the mobile device, the response including 
an interaction by a user of the mobile device with the graphic 
user interface; and program code for providing access to the 
newer version of the application by the mobile device when the 
response message is successfully transported by the first server 
to the second server.
